merce which stcins to be fast passing away 
from the Bai to the Gorman, French, 
Belgian, vr American grasp. 


Recognising the difficulties of cur traders 
in this respect, and having had very ample 
experience of foreign organisation and 
enterprise, we have made a special effort, 
and are now in & position to’ more or 
Jess intreducéd British houses at home ta 
those abroad who will satisfactorily re- 
present them, Naturally, this work entails 
upon us 6 great and growing responsibility, 
but we feel that the exiganeies of British 
foreign trade are such that we need 
shrink at no‘obstacle to ita advancement. 
Besides, the advancement of British trade

“PRICKS OF §0-CAL. 
MARKSMANSHIP. 


Undoubtedly most of the wonderful ox- 
hibitions «f markimanchip by the famous 
professional shots of recont times have been 
sgonuine'in every respect (4sys 4 writer in 
Chums), But inasmuch as performonce is 
generally regarded as a ‘draw,’ certain 
uoscrupulous ontertainmont managers, 
especially in America, have not hesitated 
to supply the place ofa really skilful shot 
by'a clover impostor. : Let ua imagine our- 
solves at ono of these exhibitions: *Tangle- 
foot Peta’ atrides on to the stage (heroes 
and groat Indian fighters, by the way, never 
walk like ordinary peoplo—they invariab] 
stride), and’ speaks his little piece ‘with 
his unmistakable : Weatern dialect more 
or less. ‘Ladies and gentlamen,—I 
shall now p-r- 
amall bull’s-sye. Every time the bullet 
strikes a plumb contre a bell will ring.” 
Bang, olick, bang, click, bang, lick !‘and 
the small-calibre repeater. belches’ forth a 
shower of sparks, and from the direction of 
the target comes a sound o@ of on electric 
bell gone mad. It seems wonderful, for 
the gallant Poto scarcely glances along the 
blued barrel, and yet’ invariably hits the 
tiny bull’s-eye. . And how is itdone?t The 
trick ig too simple to need a long deacrip- 
The bull's-cyo itself is white, and. is 
surrounded by nw bdlack ring fully eight 
inches in diameter, The target is of half- 
inch pine board, and behind the whola 
arrangoment, and extending from ‘tha 
contre to.the circumference, ia a steol plate. 
Consequently the bdll has only to hit 
the eight-inch black target and the ‘bell’ 
will be rang, for tho bullet passes 
as ensily through the thin wood as 
it would through a pat of buttor. Now 
hitting an eight-inch target thirty foot 
distance is hardly an impossible task, or 
one that the average schoolbvy would fail 
at, So much for trick number ord, ‘Trick 
number two, 4s it is said, has beon worked 
with great success at cortain music-halls, 
In this fraud - for, of course, it is nothing 
elae—the target faces the audicnee, and has 
in its contre the usual one-inch | bull,’ sur- 
rounded by a generdéus black border. A 
funnel of iron, about eight inches in diame- 
ter at the mouth, is placed in front of the 
bull, and painted so cleverly as to be 
invisible to the audience. All bullets 
tinding their way into this capacious’ maw 
are naturally guided to the ‘white bull. 
Another arrangemont born of fertile, but 
misapplied ingenuity is ono that may bo 
called the ‘bali trick’ for want of a better 
name. A plate of iron is separated from 
another plate, or from a piece of stout 
board, by a couple of springs that will give 
when the iron plate is struck by o bullet, 
even on the edgo, The plate, is. painted 
Ulack, and in the centre is a projecting pin, 
upon which is stuck an extremely fragile 
ball of glass or composition. This bull 
‘Tanglefoot Pete’ is to shoot at, ahd. it ia 
not supposed to bo smashed unless actually 
struck. by the projectile, but for ofl that, it 
is only necessary for tho bullet to strike 
the“ black plato for the springs to 
bo compressed, and‘ tho halt to he 
buret into fragmenta by the concussion. 
Another favourite diversion ..-of | pro- 
fessional stago shots is the breaking 
‘of.glass balls thrown from ‘a trap, or by 
hand; with a so-called bullet. The truth is 
thot, with a ropeating rifle, with a rifling 
bored out onda charge of fine shot used, 
the feat is by no means difficult. Finally 
the ‘Cigar-ash trick’ is one quite worthy 
of‘honourable mention in this connection. 
When you see one man standing, cigar in 
mouth, and another pretending to shoot off 
the ash without cutting the weed or huct-
